The Rush County Board of 
Health Tuesday night voted to 
retain Frank H Green, M.D., as 
health officer for the next four 
years, effective January 1. Dr. 
Green has been serving in this 
capacity for many years. 
Dr. Green told the board that 
the new sanitary sewers nearing 
completion in Rushville will 
provide outlets for residences in 
many areas of the city not now 
using the sanitary sewers. He 
was referring to those emptying 
into storm sewers and the old 
Hodges Branch, which passes 
under the northwest part of the 
city. He said local, state and 
federal laws require corrective 
action where violations of storm 
sewers are found.

Israelis, Arabs Square Off 
In War-Threatened Mideast 


»> United Press International 
Helicopter-borne 
Israeli 
troops crossed into Lebanon 
today and raided an Arab 
village. An hour later, a squad 
of Palestinian guerrillas cut 
through the frontier security 
fence and threw- grenades at an 
Israeli settlement. 
Israel reported blowing up six 
houses in the Lebanese village 
of Majdal Zoun, but Lebanon 
said the raiders also kidnaped 
four Arabs and injured a child. 
Israel said Arab guerrillas 
cut through the barbed wire 
security fence along the 'border 
and threw grenades at Hanita, 
a settlem ent just 400 yards 
from the frontier. There were 
no reported Israeli casualties. 
In Tel Aviv, the military 
command said an Israeli army 
patrol "seeking out terrorists" 
advanced 
five 
miles 
into 
Lebanese territory early this 
morning and blew up six houses 
in Majdal .Zoun. 
The command said occupants 
of the houses, allegedly used by 
Palestinian guerrillas, were 
evacuated before the buildings 
were destroyed. It said the 
patrol 
returned 
to 
Israel 
without casualties, 
In Beirut, a Lebanese army 
communique said the Israeli 
troops kidnaped, four villagers 
in Majdal Zoun and injured a 
child during the pre-dawn raid. 
The communique said a 
I>ebanese armored task force 
went to the village at the first 
sign of the raid but was too late 
to stop the Israeli troops. 
"When the Lebanese mech­ 
anized unit arrived, the Israeli 
force had already withdrawn by 
helicopter after blowing up six 
houses, kidnaping four citizens 
and wounding a child,” the 
statement said. 
Villagers said a 
similar 
Israeli helicopter-borne force 
entered Majdal Zoun Nov. 5, 
kidnaping the mayor and his 15- 
year-old son after blowing up

their house. They said the two 
are still in Israeli hands. 
The military command in Tel 
Aviv declined to comment on 
the kidnap charges, but Israeli 
patrols have reported seizing 
suspected guerrillas or col­ 
laborators during past raids 
into Lebanon. 
Lebanese Premier Rashid 
Solh discussed frontier tensions 
with leading legislators Tues­ 
day and then called on Arab 
nations to give Lebanon’s small 
armed forces weapons to turn 
back Israeli raids. 
“We realized, that we have to 
solve this problem by going to 
brotherly Arab countries and 
asking them to provide us with 
specific kinds of weapons on an 
urgent, 
if not 
immediate, 
basis," he said after the talks 
in Beirut. 
Solh did not spell out the 
kinds of weapons wanted, but 
reports in the Beirut press said 
Lebanon is interested in getting 


Soviet-made antiaircraft mis­ 
siles. 
The missiles, possessed in 
abundance by Egypt and Syria, 
proved, highly effective against 
Israeli warplanes during last 
year’s Middle East conflict. 
Israeli warplanes attacked 
the Sabra and Chatilla refugee 
camps on the southern outskirts 
of Beirut last Thursday, killing 
one person and wounding 17. 
Parliam ent Speaker Kamel 
Asaad said Lebanon plans to 
call, for a high-level Arab 
conference 
to discuss 
the 
Israeli raids and consider 
measures to prevent them. 
In Jerusalem, Israel accused 
the Soviet Union of sending 
more than 300 warplanes, over 
1,000 tanks and about 3,000 
arm y advisers to Syria. It said 
Egypt could launch a 100,000- 
man offensive across the Suez 
Canal overnight.

The Rush County Cham, ber of 
Commerce today unveiled a 
new Solicitations Program for 
the county business community. 
According to the Chamber 
office, the purpose of the 
Solicitations Program is to help 
protect the businessman from 
the numerous, time consuming, 
and som etim es fraudulent 
solicitations by 'both for-profit 
and not-for-profit businesses 
and organizations from outside 
Rush County. 
Chuck 
Vogel, 
Chamber 
President, said, "This program 
came about as a result of the 
many 
com plaints 
w e’ve 
received from our members 
c o n c e rn in g fly -b y -n ig h t 
salesmen; orders taken and 
goods not received; fraudulent 
claims and offers, and so on.” 
The program has been 
designed to serve the local 
businessman. “When a solicitor 
com es into your store or 
business, the owner or manager 
should ask to see the solicitor’s 
Rush County Cham ber of 
Commerce Registration, Card. 
If the solicitor doesn’t have one, 
don’t do business with him. It’s 
that sim ple,” Vogel said. 
“In this way, solicitors will 
have to register their names, 
the company name and address, 
and who to contact for com­ 
plaints with our office before a 
card will be issued," he con­ 
tinued. 
* ‘Leg i tint a te 
sales m en 
solicitors welcome the oppor­ 


tunity to nave tlteir credentials 
checked, but the fast-buck, artist, 
will hopefully go on to some 
other town,” Vogel noted. 
Each member of the Chamber 
will receive a special decal 
stating that no solicitations will 
be 
perm itted 
without 
a 
Chamber Registration Card. In 
addition, registration cards will 
be sealed, and numbered to 
control 
their 
use 
and 
distribution. 
Vogel pointed out that the new 
program is based on similar 
programs currently being used 
in several other Chambers 
across the nation. “This is a 
valuable service that we can 
offer to our members, It is 
important to stress, however, 
that it will only 'be effective if 
the members of the business 
community take advantage of 
it. We believe that we can 
significantly cut down on the 
number of needless solicitations 
by asking them to register with 
the Chamber office” Vogel said. 
Vogel also stated that the 
program would only apply to 
out-of-county salesm en and 
solicitors. 
The registration cards are 
now available at the Chamber 
office and decals and infor­ 
mation pamphlets are in the 
mail to all Chamber members. 
Other businesses and in­ 
dividuals wishing to take part in 
the Solicitations Program may 
do so for a smalt annual fee or 
by joining the Rush County

Ford Takes Dim 
View Of Increase

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford is unhappy with 
U.S. Steel Corp. for boosting 
prices 8 'per cent, price,, but he 
stopped short of asking the 
industrial giant to roll it back. 
If other companies follow the 
example, hearings could be 
called to prove the industry's 
pricing policies, a government 
official said. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said Ford was 
“very disappointed” over the 
price hikes to come Jan. 1.3 on 
two thirds of the company’s 
products, some by as much as 
11 per cent. 
Albert Rees, director of the 
Council on Wage and Price 
Stability, sent a telegram to 
U.S. Steel President Wilbert A. 
Walker, which read in full: 
“Urgently request full expla-

Presidents Kennedy 
and Johnson did in 1962 and 
1968. Both times, the company 
rescinded announced increases. 
Nessen said, “the President 
is concerned and very disap­ 
pointed by the price increase 
by U.S. Steel. As a m atter of 
fact, he’s disappointed at any 
increase (in prices) at this 
tim e.” 


In the early days of his 
administration, Ford criticized 
General Motors for a price 
boost on 1975 cars and trucks. 
GM partially rolled back prices 
a few days later. 
But these have been the only 
two examples of overt "jaw ­ 
boning" —or presidential arm- 
twisting —by Ford. Instead, he 
has delegated to the wage-price 
council the chore of bird- 
dogging the upward trail of 
wages and prices and calling 
them to heel if they get out of 
hand.

The giant volcano was shaken by more than 1,000 
earthquakes Tuesday, strengthening fears there might 
be a dramatic and deadly awakening after a quarter of 
a century of sleep. 
Scientists at the Hawaii Volcanoes National Park said 
all signs indicated a possible eruption Superstitious 
Hawaiians. at the same time, speculated on what made 
the volcano goddess Pele so angry 


Look Into Low-Cost Government Meals 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Pentagon has ordered a 
reform of tax-subsidized, closed-door dining rooms for 
militan brass and other top officials. The reform may 
make the meals even cheaper. 
Generals and high-ranking civilians who eat in the' 
Pentagon's five executive dining rooms pay the cost of 
the food, but nothing for rent, staff, utilities and other 
overhead. 
A civilian cafeteria operator said labor adds 50 per 
cent to the cost of food in the average cafeteria 
The Pentagon says $ 1.03 million in taxpayers' money 
is spent on the dining rooms. The House Appropriations 
Committee has called such subsidies "excessive." Rep 
Les Aspin, D-Wis., called them ‘ ridiculous."

The House is expected to follow suit on the 
compromise today, as well as continuing foreign aid 
appropriations at last year’s level 
The provision to allow President Ford to suspend the 
current ban on aid to Turkey, which began Dec 10, is 
aimed at allow ing Secretary' of State Henry A. Kissinger 
more time to promote peace in Cyprus. 
The compromise was reached early Tuesday morning 
when Kissinger met for a second time with die-hard 
Democratic congressmen 
Benjamín S. Rosenthal, 
N.Y., John Brademas, Ind., and Paul Sarbanes. Md., 
—who wanted foreign aid to Turkey cut off immediately.^

The nation’s traffic fatality trend, which showed a 
gradual upturn over the summer months, resumed its 
downward course this fall. 


The National Safety Council reported that traffic 
fatalities for October, 1974, were 17 per cent below the 
number recorded for the same month last year. 


According to the council, traffic fatalities throughout 
1974 have consistently been below 1973 levels. The toll for 
March. 1974 was 25 per cent below that for March of the 
previous year. By the end of the summer, however, 
fatalities increased to the point where the number in 
August was only 12 per cent below the figure for the same 
month in 1973. 


.September marked a reversal in the upward trend, 
with traffic deaths running 15 per cent below those of 
Sep tern ber of 1973. 


The council believes that the variance in the traffic 
fatality trend may indicate that the lifesaving economic 
and energy shortage-related factors which sharply 
reduced fatalities in the first part of the year were 
masked to some extent by last sum m er’s vacation travel 
season. “The downturn in the trend this fall.” the council 
said, “indicates to us that these factors are still at work.” 


According to the council, the factors included 
reductions in travel speeds, vehicle 'Occupancy rates and 
night driving, along w ith increased use of safety belts. 


A combination of less driving and safer driving saves 
lives We all need to keep that in mind.

Don’t 
let 
personal 
carelessness interfere with your 
enjoyment of “the season to be 
jolly.” 
All too many sources are 
issuing warnings. . good advice 
we tend to disregard after 
frequent, repetition. The State 
Fire Marshall has issued a 
bulletin, on how 
to 
avoid, 
household fire due to increased 
hazards of Christmas trees and 
wrapping materials. Included is 
good advice on avoiding danger 
of electrical shock and fires 
presented by artificial trees and 
lighted decorations. 
Local police departm ents 
have warned on. increase in. 
dangers 
from 
pickpockets 
m ingling 
with 
Chris tm,as 
shoppers, and increase in 
number of thefts from parked 
automobiles. We have been told 
to lock packages in automobiles, 
and always remove the keys and 
lock doors even when dashing 
into a store for a fast errand. 
Indiana State Police are 
conducting, a training course for 
groups of state employes on how 
to defend against assailants. 
With darkness coming earlier 
and more people out shopping 
later, there is the ever present 
danger of attack. Best defense is 
explained as avoiding being 
alone in dark places at late 
hours, advice which must be 
disregarded on occasion. 
Women are told they have a 
lot of natural, weapons, with one 
of the best being, their scream, 
often scaring off some attackers 
if it does not result in bringing 
help in these days of “non- 
involvement.” A womans purse, 
bulging with a vast inventory of 
items, contains good defensive 
weapons. Ball point pens, nail 
files, and other such essentials, 
make good defensive weapons. 
Even men should check the 
back seat of their car before 
entering, and carry the key to 
the locked doors in hand to avoid 
long delays in entering the 
automobile in a parking area. 
Fumbling through a purse or 
pocket to locate keys is a 
vulnerable time and usually 
occurs in a dark, deserted area. 
Most attackers are repeat 
offenders with little to lose if the 
victim, is left, alive to testify. All 
too many are on drugs with 
impaired judgment and sense of 
value of human life or limb. 
Assailants do not follow any 
rules, and neither should the 
intended victim. 
The Attorney General has 
entered the Christmas warning 
act with a series of time from 
the 
Consumer 
Protection 
D i vi si on. 
The 
* * Con su m e r 
Alert” contains a series of 
shopping tips including advice 
to “hold on to your receipt” for 
gift purchases. 
The Alert states: “Especially 
im portant during the pre- 
Christm as shopping season 
when purchases are made 
hurriedly and as gifts, it is 
frequently necessary to make 
exchanges as to sizes, colors 
and tastes right after Christ­ 
mas. It helps both, the customer 
and the sales clerk if you bring 
along, your receipts.” 
The Attorney General points 
out that in this time of inflation 
it doesn’t help anyone’s budget 
to pay for purchases and 
discover an item or two missing. 
Check your receipts after a 
hectic day at the supermarket, 
shopping center or bargain 
counter,” to discover if you 
have the merchandise paid for. 
The 
G eneral 
Assembly 
continues to search for more 
ways to exert authority in the 
ever continuing struggle for 
power. The legislative Council 


and interim study committee 
will increase in importance, and 
you 
can 
look 
for 
more 
legislators to check on functions 
between sessions. 
Prior to annual sessions, 
printing of the Official Acts was 
left up to the Secretary of State, 
with distribution by the State 
Police. Awarding of the printing 
contract was removed from 
supervision of the Department, 
of Administration, and the 1974 
Acts were printed under the 
direction of the Legislative 
Council, 
bypassing 
the 
Secretary of State. Technically, 
it should m ake for faster 
distribution, since the Council 
has all of the amended bills in 
original form... It did not speed 
up the process of promulgation 
the last time. 
Under previous law, lobbyists 
registered with the Secretary of 
State, and filed financial reports 
on spending after each session. 
The Attorney General was 
charged with enforcement, and 
filed court, actions for failure to 
report. 
Lobbying laws were written 
when the General Assembly met 
every two years, and must be 
revised to be effective. 
Under a new proposal to be 
considered by the 1975 session, 
the Legislative Council would 
take over the task of registering 
and regulating lobbyists. The 
council could ban a lobbyist for 
violations without resorting to 
court action, but could enforce 
fines and imprisonment through 
the courts. 


To Leave Pet 
Cemetery Alone 


OKLAHOMA CITY (UPI) - 
A district court judge, in a 
landmark case, has .ruled the 
Avalon 
Pet 
Cemetery 
will 
remain a pet cemetery despite 
plans by new owners of the 
land to remove the remains of 
2,009 deceased animals. 
Judge Charles Owens ruled 
the bodies of the pets may not 
be moved from the cemetery 
and the animals’ graves cannot, 
be desecrated. Owens said he 
had been, unable to find any 
laws 
protecting 
owners 
of 
buried pets prior to his ruling. 
The judge said the pet owners 
had a legal interest in the 
property and were threatened 
with “an irreparable injury." 
The new owners of the pet 
cemetery, which was begun in 
1950, had told the pet owners 
the land would no longer be 
used as a cemetery and animal 
rem ains should be removed. 
Charles R. Allen brought a 
class action suit against the 
owners, 
Bill 
and 
Elizabeth 
Higginbotham, on behalf of all 
owners of buried animals. 
Owens 
visited 
the 
grave 
about 
one 
month 
ago 
and 
quoted some headstone inscrip­ 
tions which he said showed how 
much the owners cared for 
their pets. 
Some were, “Harvey, 1951- 
1966, He Saved a Life;” “Bru

Again, 1957-1972;” and “Faith­

Check Gifts For Convenience

If you are planning to fly 
home for the holidays, check 
gift-wrapped 
packages 
with 
your luggage and avoid having 
them opened by airport an ­ 
tihijack security guards. 
That’s the recommendation of 
the Air Transport Association, 
which notes that everything 
carried 
by 
passengers 
is 
subject to inspection before 
boarding commercial airliners. 
And that includes gifts and 
other parcels, in addition to 
ladies’ 
purses, 
flight 
bags, 
camera cases and other such 
items. 
Many airports are equipped 
with electronic screening de­ 
vices which can scan, passen­ 
gers and their hand-carried 
belongings 
in 
a 
m atter of 
seconds. But others still rely on 
men and women inspectors to 
make 
body 
checks 
of 
air 
travelers and to examine what 
they are taking aboard. 
Such inspections not only take 
longer, but the passenger has to 
rewrap his own packages after 
clearance. If you don’t want to 
check gifts with your luggage, 
you might, wait until you’re 
aboard the plane before wrap­ 
ping the packages, 
ATA, which includes all of 
the U.S. scheduled domestic 
airlines, has some other sugges­ 
tions aimed at avoiding what it 
said could be costly delays at 
the airport during the busy 
holiday season. They include; 
—Consider using the small 
package counter service provid­ 
ed by most airlines. Packages 
weighing up to 50 pounds may 
be brought to the counter up to 
45 minutes before scheduled 
departure. They can be picked 
up 30 minutes after the plane 
arrives at your destination. 
Larger packages can be sent by 
air freight. 
—Check 
in 
early. 
Make 
allowances for heavy traffic 
and plan to be at the airport at 
least 45 minutes before flight 
time to allow for check-in and 
security procedures. 
(Give 
yourself at least an hour on 
international flights.) 
Despite recent improvements 
in baggage handling techniques, 
lost or delayed luggage is still 
one of the major sources of 
complaints by air travelers, 
Actually only a very small 
percentage of the millions of 
bags handled (150 million in the 
first six months of 1974) is lost, 
strayed or stolen. 
A preholiday release from 
Pan American World Airways 
offers the following tips which 
it said can help minimize the 
chances of air travelers being 


separated from their baggage, 
as well speed up its recovery if 
misplaced: 
—In addition to identification 
tags inside and outside, mark 
baggage 
by 
making 
some 
distinctive pattern with tape1 (or 
paint) on the top and sides, 
thus 
making 
it 
easier 
to 
identify among bags of similar 
make, color or style. 
—Remove all previous bag­ 
gage tags before checking in. 
The old tags might impress 
fellow travelers, but they also 
could confuse baggage hand­ 
lers, particularly if the new tag 
should be torn off during; the 
flight. 
—Make sure the check-in 
agent affixes the proper tags to 
your luggage. Always check 
your claim stubs to verify they 
have been checked to your 
destination. 
—When 
claiming 
luggage, 
check to make sure your claim 
stub matches the tags on your 
bags. Passengers often grab the 
first bag that looks like theirs 
and discover their mistake only 
after they arrive home.' 
—Before leaving on a trip, 
write down the exact contents 
of each bag. This information 
may be needed when filing a 
claim 
if 
your 
luggage 
is 
“misdirected” or 
“mishand­ 
led.” 
If your bags should turn up 
missing, damaged or pilfered, 
immediately contact an airlines 
representative and fill out a 
“loss or dam age” form. Do not 
surrender your claim checks: 
keep them until your claim, has 
been settled satisfactorily. The 
airlines ordina.ri.ly .have three1 
days to recover your bags 
before being required to offer a 
settlement.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. —, 
What’s your “hang up” is no 
longer 
the 
question. 
I t’s 
“where’s your hang up?” 
“I’m speaking, of course,” 
says John A. Wott, Purdue 
University extension home 
environm ent 
horticulturist, 
“about hanging baskets and 
other type plant containers. 
These are enjoying a surge of 
popularity now1.” 
Nearly anything is usable in 
the way of a. container, And 
everything from converted 
bleach bottles and margarine 
containers to metal and wire- 
lined baskets and ceramic and 
wooden boxes is being used. 
But you should take several 
things into consideration when 
selecting a container, says Wott. 
Is it for indoor or outdoor use? 
How long do you plan to use it? 
Is it messy? How will it be 
watered? 
Then, too, you, must 'think, 
about where it will hang and 
how. You must give thought to 
light intensity and the extra 
weight of the container when the 
plant is watered. 
“ Foundation for the suc­ 
cessful hanging basket is the 
correct container,” stresses 
Wott. “Pot. size and type are of 
prime importance. 
Improper 
size, color, or type1 can destroy 
the effectiveness of the plant. 
And. too much weight, for the 
support may mean a total loss if 
the basket crashes to the floor.” 
Designing the hanging basket 
is also an art, says Wott. Many 
of the same principles used in 
designing artistic arrangements 
should be used. The individual 
must consider the line, rhythm, 
focal 
point, 
form, 
scale, 
p r o p o r t i o n , 
d o m i n a n c e , 
balance, and color. 
Drainage is another impor­ 
tant consideration in your 
planning. For containers with 
no drainage holes, consider a 
pot-in-pot arrangement or a dry 
well or drainage layer . For lined 
containers, puncture three or 
four times with a sharp knife. 
Composted .soil is excellent. 
Use organic matter to keep it 
light. 
Be sure 
the 
soil 
is 
sterilized.

Sioux Indian Post Claim 
To All Western . Dakota 


By CHARLES E. WIESER 
LÍNCOLN. Neb. (UPI) - The 
Sioux Indian nation has staked 
its claim to the western half of 
.South Dakota by rights of an 
1868 treaty and Indian lawyers 
say the government should get 
the white man off the land. 
Arguments were aired Mon­ 
day in a U.S. District Court 
hearing on the treaty rights —a 
hearing that is an outgrowth of 
the 71-day arm ed occupation of 
Wounded Knee, S.D., and the 
tumultuous trials 
which 
fol­ 
lowed the incident. 
Attorneys for the American 
Indian Movement contend that 
treaty rights give roughly half 
of South Dakota to the Indians. 
Consequently, 
they 
argue, 
federal agents had no business 
at W'ounded Knee, S.D., and 
federal charges stemming from 
last year’s takeover of the Pine 


Ridge Indian reservation ham ­ 
let are invalid and should be 
dropped. 
But the treaty rights argu 
ment 
presents 
even 
graver 
considerations, voiced in the 
opening 
statem ent 
of 
John 
Thorne, a 
San 
Jose, Calif., 
attorney who is AIM’s chief 
defense counsel in the treaty 
hearing. 
In 
his 
opening 
statem ent, 
Thorne 
told 
Judge 
Warren 
Urbom that if the court ruled in 
favor 
of 
the 
Indians, 
the 
western half of South Dakota 
could 
be 
condemned, 
land 
owners 
reimbursed 
and 
the 
property returned to the In­ 
dians. 
Or, he said, those living on 
the land could be allowed to 
rem ain there until their death, 
but without the right to pass on 
their property titles. 


During that time, he said, 
those who opted to stay would 
pay taxes to the Sioux nation. 
Urbom also presided over 
som e of the W ounded Knee 
trials 
but 
refused 
to 
allow 
attorneys to use the 1868 treaty 
as a defense. 
Sentencing of 
six 
persons 
convicted in a series of trials 
stemming from the Wounded 
Knee takeover has been post­ 
poned pending the outcome of 
the hearing. 
Duane Nelson, the special 
U.S. attorney handling the case, 
argued that the government 
believes jurisdiction over peo­ 
ple within the United States’ 
boundaries is not dependent 
upon any treaty. 
He noted that there are other 
treaties which recognize the 
sovereignty of the United States 
government.

This is the time for the “Hug 
of Life,’’ a new technique that 
can literally be a lifesaver when 
used correctly. 

R uth E ngs, assistan t 
professor of health and safety at 
Indiana University, describes 
the procedure in a list of holiday 
health

teaches 
courses in personal health and 
in mental health education. 
When a person stops eating 
and talking and starts turning 
blue, quick action is imperative. 
Dr. F.ngs talked about this in an 
interview : 
“ Grab the person around the 
middle, just under the rib cage, 
and give a sharp ‘bear hug’ 
against the diaphragm. The air 
that is in the lungs will be forced 
out, which will cause the' p ar­ 
ticle of food to pop out.’’ 
The technique, also called the 
H eim lich 
m aneuver, 
afte r 
thoracic surgeon Henry J. 
Heimlich, director of surgery at 
Cincinnati's Jewish Hospital, is 
quite new but is accepted as an 
approved medical practice. It is 
not recommended that anyone 
practice the maneuver when 
there is 
not 
an 
emergency 
because of possible injufy to the 
subject. 
O ther 
suggestions 
for 
a 
h ealth ier, safer, and m ore 
enjoyable holiday are: 
—Avoid overeating. If this 
occurs, take a short walk but 
avoid strenuous exercise unless 
you are used to it. 
—M iddle-aged m ales who 
have an attack of “indigestion” 
after a heavy meal could be 
having a mild heart attack. If in 
doubt, see a doctor. 
—Avoid giving small, hard 
candies to little children. They 
may choke on them. 
—Refrigerate leftover gravy 
as soon as possible after use to 
avoid spoilage and possible food 
poisoning
